The (able Question. 

In our last issue we said that Dan. W. 
Lindscy, Esq., was elected City Attorney upon 
"the cable question," for which remark we 
are charged with doing him injustice by the 
Opposition paper. Mr. Lindsey is a gentleman 
for whom we have a high personal regard, and 
we recognize in him merits and qualifications for 
the office he holds above any such side issues 
as "the cable question," yet our statement 
rightly construed will not be denied by any- 
one acquainted with the facts attending his 
election. We did not say that he disapproved 
the conduct of Mr. Bruce in prosecuting "the 
boys" for celebrating the cablo, or that we 
outsell did, but we do assert that a great 
man)' voters of the town, without distinction 
o" paity, f«lt themselves outraged by Mr. 
Bruce's official action in the premises, anil de- 
termined to beat him in the succeeding elec- 
tion. Mr. Lindsey got the benefit of this 
movement against Mr. Bruce growing out of 
the cable question, and was enabled to defeat 
him, although he, Mr. B., was then the in- 
cumbent of the office and regarded by many 
as the candidate of the party to which both 
belonged. Consequently we were right in 
saying that Mr. Lindsey was elected on "the 
cable question." 

As the Opposition paper gives its recollec- 
tion of "the popular sentiment" in reference to 
the cable celebration, we shall give an item 
from our own memory. A night or two after 
the cable celebration and the prosecution at- 
tending it, a crowd collected upon the streets, 
built bonfires, and burned nothing less than 
the respectable and venerable effigies of several 
gentlemen of the city council, whom, from 
their polities and official position, the Opposi- 
tion paper will be prone to recognize as the 
particular friends and guardians of Frankfort. 
"The boys" who indulged in these extrava- 
gances were not all Democrats. What, then, 
1 it us ask, was "the popular sentiment" about 
that time? We think it was veering in an- 
other direction from that now pointed out by 
the Opposition paper; indeed so strongly that 
the paper in question deemed it prudent to let 
those engaged in offering a public insult to the 
City Council go unwhipt of justice ; and we, 
as none of our political friends were assaulted, 
concluded that we would let "the boys" have 
their fun without interruption from us.

If the Opposition paper is determined to 
dig up the cable question for use in this can- 
vass, we trust it will level its blows in a proper 
direction. Let it attack those who celebrated 
the cable, and burnt the City Fathers in effigy. 
We had no hand in the one or the other, and 
we did not write the article which after so 
long a time is discovered to be rank with trea- 
son. Tho head and front of our offending is \ 
fiat we permitted "the boys" to criticise the j 
conduct of the "City Fathers" through our 
columns ; and in this connection we wish it 
distinctly understood that if this paper at any 
time sees proper to disapprove the official acts 
and conduct of those in authority under the 
city government, it is no more an evidence of j 
hostility on our part to the town itself than 
a criticism upon the federal administration is 
proof of a lack of patriotism in the Opposition 
press. We regret that a single human living 
ever entertained the opinion that our estab- 
lishment deserved to be pitched into the river; 
but if such is the fact, we console ourself with 
the reflection that we should have to be aliovc 
the common lot of mortals not to have some 
evil-wishers.

Discussion between Chrisman and An 
derson. 

Mr. Ei>ito*: Yesterday the candidates for Con- ' 
press in the Fourth District addressed the people 
at Rowena, in I! u sell county. Mr. Anderson 
led off in a speech of about two hours. He first 
took a decided stand ngainst conventions, nnd 
abused the convention system at a terrible rate, 
and seemed particularly enraged at Jamestown, 
and poured out the vials ol his wrath on the 
heads of some of the citizens of that place. 
We cannot tell why it is he has conceived such a 
dislike for the place, unless it is because the con- 
vention that nominated Col. Talbott, who defeat 
cd him in 1857, assembled at Jamestow n, and 
because, furthermore! the convention that nomi- 
nated Major Chrisman, who is going to whip him 
badly this time, was also held there. 

He then took up the slavery question, and 
came out expressly in f.ivorof intervention, and 
pledged Uimsell, if elected, to introduce a bill in i 
Congress for the protection of slavery in the Ter- 
ritories. He then proceeded to the question of 
extravagance, and reiterated the same charges 
against the Administration that have been urged 
by every Opposition speaker throughout the 
State. 

He then tried to get out of the difficulty in 
which his birds, snakes, and bugs had involved 
him. He said that he had never charged that all 
the bugs, ic. .which compose his .how were 
caught in the Rocky Mountains by the company 
sent out there under Buchanan's administration 
to survey a route for the Pacific railroad, but that 
only part were caught there and part during an 
exploration to the southern hemisphere. He 
then endeavored to make the people believe that 
he had not said he would have voted against the 
Kansas Nebraska bill had he been in Congress at 
that time; but said that ( ne hid only stated tint 
he would not give the toss of a copper lor the 
privilege of taking 6laves to Kansas if they were 
not protected there. 

Mr. Chrism in then took the stand, and prom- ' 
ised the people in advance that, if they would 
hear him through, he would prove to them that 
his comjictitor had greatly misrepresented the 
facts; indeed, he hid made but one true state- 
ment in the whole of his speech; and we think 
he kept his promise. He stated his position on 
the slavery question clearly and explicitly, and 
made it so plain that a wayfaring man, though a 
fool, could not misunderstand him; but as he 
takes precisely the same ground on this question 
that Magoffin, James, Bates, and others do. we 
deem it unnecessary to state it in this communi- 
cation. 

He took up the expenditures, and in an able 
and masterly manner defended the Administra- 
tion, and exposed the misrepresentaiions and 
false charges of his competitor. He also showed 
that Mr. Anderson wilfully and knowingly mis- 
represented the facts concerning his show. He 
called on three or four highly respectable gentle- 
men that were present, who had heard them speak 
before, and they stated that Mr. Anderson had 
said that all his birds, bugs, and snakes had been 
caught in the Rocky Mountains by men sent out 
there by Buchanan to surrey a route for the Pa- 
cific railroad, and he had this charged to Mr 
Buchanan as an item of extravagance; when the 
truth of it is, they were all caught in the south- 
ern hemisphere br a company sent there in 1849, 
under Millard Fillmore, to make an astronomical 
exploration. 

He then stated that when he askc 1 Mr Ander- 
son at Grundy, in Pulaski county, whether or not 
he would have voted for the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill if he had been in Congress at that time, he 
answered "No," without any qualification or re- 
striction; and if,Mr. A., or any of his friends, de- 
nied it, he woulu produce the certificates of six- 
teen prominent men in Pulaski county stating 
that he had said it; and thus he caught Mr. An 
derson in another fib. He then asked if he wai 
not a nice candidate, saying that he would have 
Toted against giving southern people the right 
to take their slaves to Kansas, and now clamoring 
for a slave code. 

On the whole, we think Major Chrisman gained 
as decided a triumph as ever any man did, but 
we are informed that this is no strange occurrence, 
as it is an every day business. Chrisman and 
friends arc in fine spirits and buoyant with hope. 
Anderson aud h'.s followers are decidedly down 
in the mouth; we know they look so, aud guess 
they feel so. The Democracy are fully aroused 
in these 'parts, and we will carry the district 
in spite of all opposition. More anon.

It is with deep regret that we have to an- 
nounce the sudden death of our distinguished fel- 
low-citizen, Dr. I'm;:!.: - G. Phvthiax. T'us 
mournful event occurred on Tuesday morning, 
about the hour of 3 o'clock, A. M.,at his resi- 
dence in this place. The Doctor had been in 
feeble health for some weeks past, b it his friends 
entertained the hope that he would soon be re- 
stored to his us ial vigor, when suddenly all these 
hopes were blasted by a fatal attack of ap iplexy. 

Dr. Fhythun was a native of F.ngland, but 
emigrated to Pennsylvania when he wis about 
twenty years of age. Alter practising his pro- 
fession at Johnstown lor many years, he removed 
to Frankfort about four' een years ago, and, ever 
since his residence amongst us, has commanded 
an extensive practice, ami had won for himself a 
medical reputation co-extensive with the Slate. 
He was a man of fine classical education, having 
been a student at Eton; and having been a pupil 
of those distinguished medical teachers, Aber- 
nathy and Sir Astley Coopi r, hi* professional at- 
tainments were of the very highest order. The 
loss of such a man is at all times a great public 
loss, and will be especially so felt by this entire 
community. 

But independently of his great professional 
merit, the Doctor had other and dearer ties that 
connected him with us. We knew him and loved 
him for his sturdy integrity; his kind, benevolent 
and brave heart; for his courage in meeting every 
struggle of life with the energy of a man, and for 
his guileless simplicity, which, while it suspected 
no ill in others, made him as open as day even to 
the inspection of a child. He knew no deceit, 
but acted out his character as God had made him. 
To the poor, whom he has so often visited without 
compensation, his death will be felt as a deep 
bereavement; to those who regained health and 
often secured life itself by his skillful treatment o 1 
their tlisi ases, the memory of his c ire and skil 
wi. I keep him constantly in remembrance; while 
in the social circle, where he was always a welcome 
guest, a void is lelt that will be keenly fell by 
all. As a husband, father, and Iriend, he acted 
well his part; and it is no mockeiy of woe th .t 
follows him to the tomb, but his grave will be 
bedewed with the tears of affection and love. 



Letter From Albany— Speech of Hon 
Jas. B Clay. 

Clinton County, July 12, 1859. 
T. B. Monroe, Esq 

Dfiir Sir: Our fellow citizen, the Hon. James 
B Clay, and myself are in this < ounty, and home- 
ward bound. \Ve have been in ibis, the tdbUCOO 
region of country, some five days, partaking of 
the hospitality ol its people Hid examining the 
mailt] of its lands &c Our«tav has been chii fly 
at the town ol Burk-ville, the county seat of 
Cumberland co. You are probably aware of the 
reasons which led Mr. Clay to ride 150 m les 
through intensely hot weather, and over some 
miser.ible roads to this place. It was here ' 
that the Hon. Joshua F. Bell saw fit to use 1 
his name coniemptously, without cause or 
provocation, and it was here to the same 
audience Mr Clay made a reply, which for grace I 
ami manliness I have never beard excelled. 

We found Hurksi iile quite pleasant place, 
situated upon the Cumberland river, and in the 
verv centre of the tobacco country. It has busi I 
ness houses of importance, and a wealthy neigh 1 
hood. At this point we received every attention 
an 1 kindness. It is the grand strong hold of the 
Oppositionists, and their power now is tremen- 
dous. But the difference in our political views did 
not prevent llieir showing us genuine Kentucky 
hospiialitv. At tl e houi of speaking, though 
there had been but two days notice given, the 
church was packed with a fine looking audience, 
and Mr Clay held them silent and Interested to 
a man — the hottest day vou ever saw — for two 
good hours. His speech told with tremendous | 
effect and will doubtless do good. On the Sun- 
day previous a delegation of gentlemen came 
fioni the town of Albany, some filteeii miles dis- 
tant, who were so persistent in their desire that 
he should speak tl ere that he at last consented, 
and appointed 1 o'clock on Tuesday, as the lime, 
and on Monday, immediately alter finishing his 
address at Hurksville, we set out for Albany. The 
road was miserable and we were hue in the night 
reaching there, but a hearty welc >me from a nuin 
of Mr. Clay's friends, a good supper and hed, put 
all things to rights and repaid us for our long and 
and tedious trip This is a Democratic town and 
county, and they are D -mocratic with a 
will Some twen'y men were started through 
the mountains the day before our arrival, and 
twenty four hours was all sufficient time to bring 
half the voters of the county to town. There 
were men of all parlies to the number I suppose 
of jlHI in and around the place of spe iking. 1 
Many of them had formerly been old-line Whigs 
and the warm supporters of the elder Clay, and 
were now divided and split up, some acting with 
one party and gome with auother, whilst many 
bereft of their chieftain have stood aloof, moody 
and silent, afraid t(f unite with either. To these 
latter Mr. Clay^ehiefly addresseil himself. Man* 
of them had listened to the father and now came 
to hear the son, supporting as his sire had done 
without fraud or trickery but upon the boldest .loft- 
iest national '.thiihIs the rights ol the pWlplc and 
the constitution of the country. 

'■Mr. Clay commenced Ids speech by saving that j 
b'ing no candidate for office, and not knowing i 
whether he ever again should be, it had been his I 
p irpose to have remained quietly at home and to I 
h ive taken no other part in the canvass in Ken- 
lucky, other than that of a private individual, but 
t' at he had heard, greatly to his surprise, from : 
siurces which he could not doubt, that the Hod. 
Joanna F. Bell had recently, at that place, seen 
fit to go out of his way to co- pie his name with ' 
contemptuous expressions. That whilst he did 
not mean to retort upon that gentleman in any 
manner otherwise thun respectful, he felt himself 
perfectly justified in accepting the invitation to ad- 
dreef his fellow-citizens titer in order that they 
might see what manner of man he was, and hear 1 
those opinions, which he sincerely en'ertair.ed, on | 
the subject of national politics Although Mr. 
Bell hail spoken of him in his absence in a dis- i 
paraging manner, he regretted that gentleman 
was not present that he aught learn that he ( Mr. 
Clay) knew how to treat, with all proper respect, 
the m>mea of others, although they might happen j 
to differ with hitu ill opinions, while he, at t ie 
same time, assumed for hims If the right to dis- 
cuss, with perfect Ireedoin. all political questions 
of the day, and the positions of any gentleman 
who might be aspiring to office. 

"He proceeded to di-russ the conduct of Mr. , 
Bell at and after the Whig Stale convention in 
July, 1856, charging that whilst that convention, 
of which Mf. Bell was the most prominent mem- 
ber, had passed resolutions based upon the idea 
that it was unbecoming the Whig/party us a party, 
to indorse for the Presidency anybody but a 
Whig, he had been greatly surprised to hear read 
to a meeting, purporting to be a Whig meeting, 
in Lexington, shortly after the Louisville Stale 
convention, a letter from Mr. Bell advising that 
meeting, if not in d ; rect terms by necessary im 
plication, to indorse Mr. K lllmore who had pub- 
licly announced that he was not a Whig Mr ! 
Clay contraste I Mr Bell's course in this matter 
with that ol the old leader of the Whig party, 
Henrv Clay, who, when urged by a committee of 
his frier.ds at Louisville to indorse Gen'l Taylor, 
absolutely refused to do so on the ground that he 
hui refused to proclaim himself a Whig. He 
scorned to hue attempted to transfer the relics 
of his once noble old party as a party to anyone 
who was not a Whig, however he might have 
thought it his duty to act as an individual. 

"Mr Clay proceeded to give his views on the j 
subject of Congressional intervention on the sub- 
ject of slavery in the Territories with great clear- 
ness and prceksion. He maintained that the [ 
question of slavery had presented the greatest ' 
obstacle in the formation of the Federal Consti- 
tution; that it had been supposed that the com- 1 
j promise coiitaiued in that instrument would have 
1 settled 'he question; that this unfortunately had , 
noi been the case, but the danger to the Union 
from that cause Had first presented itself on the 
' application of Missouri for admission into the 
I Union; that the eomprontise of 1820 declaring 
that slavery should not exist north of 36-30 was 
supposed at the time to be a final settlement of 
the dangerous subject, but thai it had not proved ' 
| to be so. He called upon them all to recollect 
the extreme danger of a dissolution of the Union 
| in 1850 when the best men of all parties united 
! to pass the famous resolutions of that day. He 
j asserted that every party in their platforms, and 
' the greatest public men, had declared the eompio- 
1 mise of 1850 to be a final settlement of the sla- 
| very question; that the principle of that compro* 
j mise was noil intervention by Congress on the 
subject of slavery in the Territories; not merely 
as asserted, ili.it Congress would not legislate 
slavery into or out of the Territories, but ih.it 
Congress would not legislate at all on the subject. 
Mr. Clay asserted his opinion to be that it is the 
duty ol the general government to protect its cit 
izens in every right guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion; but that it did i.ol follow il.at it wa> neces 
sary for Congress to legislate upon every idle 
clamor. It hid declared in the most solemn 
manner that it would not legislate on the subject 
of slavery. Congress is but one of the coordi- 
nate branches ol the general government; she 
judiciary and the power of' the executive were 
open to the citizen in case hi rights were im- 
paired or destroyed- He appealed to his hearers 
if it were not the duly of the citizen to exhaust 
those sources of protection before he Called upon 
Congress to disregard its most solemn acu* He 
contended that when the case of aggression had 
occurred, when the citizen bail sought in vain 
for protiction Irom the courts end executive, and 
not till then, an appeal might be made lb Con- 
gress; then the party aggrieved might say: You 
thought your settlement of 1829 was a final set 
tlement — it did not prove to be so. You told us 
that your settlement of 1850 was a finality; you 
re ilted us to ihe courts and to the executive — 
are tell you thai we hive applied to them and 
they can give us no adequate protection; we 
therefore come back to you and we tell you that 
your settlement of 1850 was not a finality as you 
thought; and we ask you to do with the le.isla- 
tion of that date as you did with the legislation 
of 1820, repeal it and give us laws that will af- 
ford us the protection to which we are entitled. 
He asked his hearers whether any such ctse had 
occurred? no one, he said, in the Terriirries made 
the slightest complaint. Kansas would be a 
Slate before Congress could legislate; New Mex- 
ico had few or no slaves, Utah none. Washing- 
ton none, Dacota* none, Nebraska none. The 
whole question at this time, he said, was the ver
